ness in the American people, in 
which one is compelled to believe 
as one believes in the rotundity of 
the earth. I make the point shyly. 
I am somewhat afraid of it myself. 
It is unscientific It is also cmbar- 
rassins. To speak of goodness (in 
this chill day of economic determ- 
ination) is like broaching a love in 
public, or setting down a small, 
sweet flower in the market-place of 
ideas, most of whose intellectual 
merchants are equipped with poison 
fangs for dealing with tender mo- 
ments." 

Sam Grafton wratc that. Sam's a 

lerioos, young columnist with the 
mot compcllinf style of anyone in 
the newspaper biuineu today. Ask 
the man in the street with the copy 
•f the New York FmI Jut what lie 
likes most In the paper. "That guy 
Grafton," hell tell you. 

On December 19 Sam wrote: "So 
you go to the average man and you 
say to him: 'Let us defend demo- 
cracy.' He says O.K. He stops at the 
door for a moment and he asks: 
'You don't mean going to war. do 
you? 1 don't like that.' No, .vou tell 
him. He says O.K. He says, 'I don't 
like war, you know.' You tell him 
no war. O.K., he says. That was the 
sitUGtim as of May. Even of mid- 
summer when conscription went 
through. (Mr. Grafton goes on to 
show how the campaign for the 
presidency in all its bitterness and 
noise, made the little man think 
less of the slogan: 'Save the world 
for democracy.' Its strife made hire 
forget the determination to be up 
and doing to save the world. There 
was hatred, lying and self-seeking- 
It was a time of spiritual disasters." 
He went on: "That cramping grip 
of cynicism which constricted 
France begins to take hold. It is 
called a moral lag; it 'is a kind of 
tiredness; the dream hts been 
stumbling along too rough a road. 
This brings us to today. An honest 
approach to the problem may turn 
up the details of a sketch for sav- 
ing ourselves."

Lend-Lease Bill. 

Here's what Grafton wrote on 
January 14: "They say the bill 
means peace, they say the bill 
means war; yet it means many 
things beyond the capacity of mono- 
syllabic minds. Ttie bill dedicates 
th'. title 10 a world ideal. Ji it a 
luli-blown rooster in comparison 
with the pale chickadee of the 
League of Nations. It is an expan- 
sion of our citizenship so that Mr. 
Jones be'.omc-ï a burgher of free 
dom everywhere, rcgardlets of geo- 
graphy. We thinlî of France, hud- 
dled behind her Muginot Line; that 
great line which said to the small 
nations of Europe that France 
would never come out from behind 
it to help tljoin. It iaid liie hell wilh 
hope, we';] Lake cément, it was so 
'realistic' and 'practical' tliat it kill- 
ed the country it girdled and turn- 
ed out in the end to be as rotten as 
the souls of the- men who had plan- 
ned it. It imprisoned the nation it 
pretended '.o I'.uurd, and it bleached 
its spirit to ilie whiteness of most 
small thing!; that live under large 
structuref. So lor a year or two or 
three Mr. Jones will live under the 
hope of freedom iof everybody 
rather than behind a wall to save 
his own freedom!"

Dr. Penlield Speaks to Medical 
^ Uodergrads 

Slides Shown on Electrical 
Activity of Brain in 
Epilepsy 



Emphasizing the necessity for 
.■•-ludpnts, and especially McGill .stu- 
dents, to question the authority of 
their professors on the latest as- 
pects of medical knowledge Dr. 
Wilder Penfield of the Neurological 
Institute outlined a personal phil- 
osophy of medical education and a 
theory of Epilepsy to a meeting of 
the University Medical Undergra- 
duate Society last night. Dr. Her- 
bert Jasper, also of the Institute 
presented a slide lecture on "The 
Electrical ActivHy of the Brain in 
Epilepsy." 

In approaching a specific problem 
o( knowledge. Dr. Penfield main- 
tained, the student should not take 
his professor's word on the subject 
as final. He felt that perhaps there 
there was no final auUiority or Ijiial 
truth. The student should he obli- 
gated tjo study various authorities 
in the field. It was not necessary 
for one to travel from university to 
university, or clinic to clinic, though 
attendance at more than one uni- 
versity was recommended. 'I'here 
was much to be said, the speaker 
staled, for the old German and Eng- 
lish system of attending various 
noted centres of learning.

The Debating Union Society, 
will meet in the Union on Sun- 
day to make final plans for the 
debating schedule for this year.

Whti a waste of time and effort 1 Four 
lectureless days wedged in too soon after 
the Christmas interim to be any good for 
anjlhing, and too late for most people to 
regard as an extension of the holidays. 
Too short to do anjlhing more than a 
'week-ends- worth' of studying, and too 
long to do a 'week-ends-worth' of nothing 
with a clear conscience. 

For those who are foolish enough to 
take half-courses— think how a mid-term 
hangs over their heads during the Festive 
Season, and during the first fhort week 
that is a useless scrap of the 'first term.' 
It would be infinitely preferable to have 
the first term longer — and all in one piece. 
The last week of the long long summer 
vacation could be the first week of the 
Christmas. t£rm. And the exams could 
come in their proper place, at the end of 
,tbe term. It seems so logical and so ob- 
viously the only sensible thing to do.

Tip north and thereby enable yourself to 
purchase at least one extra war-savings 
stamp.

.of Knowledge. Or is it for knowledge that 
we come to college? Or to go skiing, and 
to write editorials — and supplemental ex- 
aminations . . . but never again mid-terms. 



Student Uprisings 

Tlie news that comes out of Nazi-dom- 
inated European countries these days usu- 
ally contains little of the uprisings that 
are going on among pali'ioiic c'iiizen.s. but 
every now and then a story comes tlirough 
about the difficulties of universities and 
their students — sometimes even about 
trouble in the high school. 

Last year stories were frequent about 
iimiversity students in Czechoslovakia and 
such countries escaping in groups to join 
the allied armies. Stories were also num- 
erous concerning tlie wholesale iraprison- 
■ment of students in those countries, who 
were ring-leaders of the mobs that revolt- 
ed against Nazi rule. Actually their ef- 
forts did little good. What results could 
;be achieved by a few thousand students 
in the face of armed Nazi soldiers? How 
flttuch, if any, they succeeded in bolstering 
the morale of their people is a different 
ina|it^r. 

A few week.»; ago .storios from Xoi why 
,told of young Norwegian children revolt- 
iiiig against the German system of sending 
jnin^r "Quislings," complete with uniform, 
jnto their classes among them. According 
tfll the report, the fledgling traitors were 
' g severely beaten by the young pat- 
in the schools. If even the children 
use to take it, it should be a fair indi- 
lon of what is going on ampngst the 
.mature populations of the conquered 
northern countries. 

This week another rqjort of .-Indent 
.uprisings came from Holland— viu Jierliu. 
7)09 ÎTcchnical Vniversity of Delft has 
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German authorities, according to the re- 
port, as a sequel to n student strike which 
took place when a Jewish professor was 
dismissed. Student demonstrations have 
orcMirrcd at the \mivprsitirs of Leydcn and 
Utrecht, but thus far only investigative 
action has been taken nt these institutions. 
It must hn romombcrcd tiint tlip?c .ac- 
counts of the student trouble ciune from 
Germany, and probably tell only half the 
story. There is no doubt more to it than 
the Germans care to print. 

Meanwhile, in France, students are 
faced with a different problem. From De- 
cember 1, pupils crossing the lino of de- 
marcation bchvecn occupied and unoccu- 
pied Frîjncc to go to school must have 
identity cards and special pernuts. And 
in the unoccupied zone students arc hav- 
ing (iifficiiity finding text books. Even in 
the case of such seemingly inoffensive 
works as digests of Roman law, booksell- 
ers c.\])l.iin flint orders sent to Paris 
months ago still await shipment. 

There arc, in all probability, a .great 
ni.iny more student uprisings in European 
countries these days than ever get into 
print. So far they have gained no mater- 
ial success and they probably never will, 
but in addition to adding to the troubles 
of the Nazis in their conquered but not 
subdued countries, these student revolts 
should be giving eiirourjiponient to the 
.«pirits of people who arc bmily in need of 
a little encouragement.

The distinguished violinist Bronlslaw Hu- 
borman will .ippcar at His Majesty's on Sun- 
day evening in a reclUI the proceeds of which 
go toward the benefit of the Polish Hospital 
in England and of Polish soldiers interned in 
England.

AMERICAN 'CRAM' COLLEGES 

Al Capone and Boss Pendergast, if still 
circulating, could team a lot from some of the 
money makers in the east who are running 
tutoring schools to help students get their 
diplomas without spending "too many bore- 
some hours" in the classroom. This is an ideal 
setup lop the millionaire playboy who goes to 
Harvard to polish up on his dancing and to 
meet the right coeds. 

Educators in the east are beginning to exert 
efforts to stop this practice, which they claim 
is threatening to sUfle honest study. McMillan, 
one of the largest book publishers, recently 
won a court case from Fairfax hall— a tutoring 
establishment— and an injunction ordered the 
return ol plagiarized material to the publisher. 
But this is only one case; other tutoring insti- 
tutions ar« still making their share In the 
$200,000 a year racket 

We are really advancing when we can enrol 
in a class, sleep through 50 percent of the lec- 
tures, go to a "cram parlor" the night before 
the final exam and get the information that 
will give us a passing grade in the course. The 
boys who can't allord to drive to school in a 
Cadillac can get the right Information for $15. 
The tutoring bill for some of the wealthier 
students has been as much as $1,000. 

Tutoring schools have no doubt used shady 
methods in obtaining test questions, but many 
of the professors who are ^oing the protesting 
should review their tests and see how much 
they have differed in the past five years. 
These tests are filed for future students, bu^ 
this isn't all the tutor does. Stenographers are 
hired to take shorthand lecture notes In 
classes to avoid any change-in-materlal trouble. 

"Diploma by Harvard— Tutoring by Wolff," 
That sign may Irk Robert Hutchlns and other 
educators, but the sign might not bo hanging 
if students saw that they are missing out on 
part of their education— which may cost them 
heavily after they leave school. Scientific 
tutoring by an educated instructor is advisable 
as long as the student does not take short cuts 
by getting copies of a test before exam day.

taste of what he is working for— 
and another when he is ready to 
begin soaring— to teach him the 
technique of slaying within reg- 
ions of lift and beating up and down 
the face of a slope.

In England the two-seater 
sailplane, of whatever type, b 
regarded as a difficult machine 
to fly, risky to any but experts, 
and expensive to repair and re- 
place. In all fairness to U.S. 
sailplane manufacturers we are 
ready to grant that they may 
have developed a two-seater 
type which Is euler to fly than 
the English types. But we still 
Insist that they are too ad- 
vanced for any except special 
advanced instruction, and are 
too expensive to repair to make 
it worthwhile risking (hem In 
(he hands of a s(uden(.

More than all thi.'i {ho. type of 
pilot produced by this training is 
worth some thought. Consider how 
he is training, When he files he has 
an Instructor along to tell him what 
to do. He learns by doing what he 
is told. Even after he has learned 
to control a machine with a con 
sideruble degree of apparent jikill 
he is still unsafe In emergencies, as 
experience has often proven. The 
reason Is that he has not had to 
learn to think for himself and he 
has not had to deal with the ele 
menl of surprise by himself— he 
has always liad his Instructor In the 
otlier cockpit lo get him out of any 
serious trouble.

THEORY OF EPILEPSY 

Discussing his theory of epilepsy 
Dr. Penfield advised that epilepsy 
should not itself be treated as i 
disease and should not be consider 
ed as such. It might, ho^\-ever, be 
the symptom of a disease. The doc 
tor in diagnosing his case should 
ask himself two questions: where 
was the focus and what was the 
caiL«e. He himself had found that 
though generally the cerebral cor 
tex was normal it was in a varying 
physiological state. At the time of 
a fit ihe patient might appear to 
the doctor to be in such a state. On 
the other hand he might be in a 
fit and give no visible inclination 
of such a nature. The doctor might 
well see facial expressions and mo- 
tor and eye conditions. His knowl- 
edge of sensory, visual and auditory 
sensations of the patient was limi 
ted to what the patient might tell 
him until further examination. 

Dr. Jasper briefly mentioned the 
history of electroencephalography 
which began about 1875 with the 
work of Caton and received added 
mpetus from the work of Berger 
at Jena during the years of 1914 
to 1925. The development of the 
electroencephalogram which mea 
sured the brain potential in volts 
of the different types of seizures 
was thus a fairly recent invention 
Epilepsy the speaker felt was due 
to excessive neural discharges. The 
form was related to localization 
rather than to the form of the elec. 
troencephalogram. This conclusion 
was upheld, he felt, by clinical and 
operative findings of his colleagues 
in the Institute.

P. DOUGLAS AIDS SURVEY 

Ex-Montrealer Studies Azii 
Propaganda in America 

Peicy L. Douglas, graduate of 
McGill University, has acted as the 
head of er> important mission, 
which has just completed a four- 
month survey of. American busi- 
ness conditions in the Latin Ameri- 
can countries. Mr. Douglas gradu- 
ated in Engineering in 1924, and has 
been Jiving in New York in re- 
cent years. 

The study was undertaken as a 
defence measure and was sponsor- 
ed by the State Department and 
other'Government agencies, as well 
as by Nelson A. Rockefeller, co- 
ordination of commercial and cul- 
tural relaUons between the Amer- 
llan republics. The survey discov- 
ered that the United Stales busi- 
ness in Central and South America 
is being undermined by Axis sup- 
porters, who are spreading anti- 
Am»ican propaganda in newspa- 
pers and over the radio. It has also
